Board, facts that warranted ac­ 
tion to prevent repetition 
of 
flood disasters such as 
those 
suffered in the two watershed sr 
reas on many occasions. 
A cut-back in federal spend­ 
ing caused withdrawal of cer­ 
tain funds previously appropri­ 
ated for the Seco-Leona work. 
The authorities in charge 
had 
been advised that the only way 
to insure action without further 
delay was for local interests to 
supply one-half of the required 
money for the engineering plan­ 
ning. 


In a meeting Tuesday after­ 
noon in San Antonio, directors 
of the Edwards Underground Wa­ 
ter District voted unanimously 
to put up the funds required. 
$35,000 FOR SECO 
Allocated accordingly were 
the sums of $35,000 for the Se­ 
co and $22,000 for the Leona 
watershed. The two watersheds 
w ill be designed to serve 
the 
D'Hanis area and the Uvalde a- 
rea respectively. 
Bradley Bailey, one of the 
directors from Medina County, 
•ald that the Leona engine acing 
planning would probably g et m r 
der way early in April and the 
Seco about May I, after plans 
are developed with 
watershed 
sponsors. 


Sponsoring the Seco project 
are Edwards Underground 
Wa­ 
ter District, the Commissioners 
Courts of Medina, Uvalde and 
Bandera Counties, and the Me­ 
dina Valley and the Nueces- 
Sabinal-Frio Soil Conservation 
Districts. 
Sponsors of the Leona pro- 
ject are the City of Uvalde, the 
Uvalde County Commissioners 
Court and the Nueces-Frio-Sal* 
inal Conservation District.

Ever wonder why we have so 
much lawlessness in America today? 


Take a look at some of the cur­ 
rent definitions of FREEDOM, as 
found in a 
“ comprehensive desk 
. dictionary” : 


FREEDOM— n., (I I state or condi­ 
tion of being free; (2) not being un­ 
der another's control; power to do, 
. say or think as one pleases; liberty; 
. (3) right of enjoying all privileges ac­ 
companying citizenship, membership 
etc., (4) release from ties, obliga- 
« tions, control etc., 15) exemption; im- 
‘ munity. (6) free use: 
“ We give a 
guest freedom of our home." (7) lack 
of restraint; frankness; (8) undue 
familiarity; (9) ease of movement or 
action. 


That’s the pattern. No wonder 
our laws are paralyzed. 


Freedom of choice is our pattern 
— our way — direction or practice 
— with laws to direct a right proce­ 


dure. 


Consider definition (6) — the 
type of guest concerns us. Is this an 
invited guest or one who chooses to 
come in because he has “ freedom" 
to do so? 


Where is integrity today to al­ 
low such a definition to enter our 
educational pattern? lf children are 
taught the meaning of freedom in 
this concept or definition, parents 
lose authority. Law is powerless be­ 
cause choice is not a factor to be 
considered in this interpretation of 
the priceless freedom upon which our 
nation was founded. 


Freedom now seems to rep re 
sent an imposing situation without 
feeling, without judgment and with 
no regard beyond blind desire. 
Who, or what, is to blame for 
this chaotic trend?

out all little branches and

dead surplus wood, the garden­ 
er is giving the tree or bush 
a 
chance to build up life-sustain­ 
ing root stock which guarantees

fatter fruit. 
Now is the time,

to Mr. Shows, to prune 
all 
types of fruit trees, any 
nut - 
bearing trees—especially

bushes, He warns,

tree dressing, a tar-asphalt mi*- 
ture, to seal the wound.

created what is known as ‘ The 
Ashcan School” in the field of 
painting.

in what may seem drab or ug­ 
ly to the callous mind.

in

famous Armory Show of 1913, 
in New York City, and began 
a whole new trend in painting. 
Henri as the leader of this 
movement taught his students 
to be interested in the dignity 
of man and he wonder of life 
around them.

He 
said Gary had lost their techni­ 
cal library and this would 
be 
difficult to replace although ne* 
cessary reference material was 
available from Kelly AFB.

turn to Hangar I in about eight 
minutes. Had Luna not made 
his chance discovery, said Ste­ 
wart, the fire might have gain­ 
ed headway beyond control. 


Hondo firemen 
responded, 
full force, within less than ten 
minutes after the alarm 
was 
sounded. First to arrive was the 
department's newest fire truck, 
driven by Charles Lutz who had 
the equipment going within 4 
to 6 minutes, Stewart said. 


Luna had tried to e x t i n g ­ 
uish the blaze and had 
fought 
it with seven CO-2 bottles and

Stewart arrived and pulled him 
to safety. Two planes

"Premium costs 
made insurance prohibitive and 
our loss has been minimal 
by 
comparison, so far."
